1  do  not  think  we  will  look  back  on  our 
lege  years  and  remember  just  one  incident,  one  teacher  or  even  one 
ty.  The  "Spring  Hill  Expreience"  has  filled  us  with  many  great  mem- 
ss,  much  knowledge  and  occasionally  one  too  many  beers  at  such 
at  establishments  as  "the  Hole"  or  "the  Downer." 
e  word  that  seems  to  characterize  many  of  the  answers  I  heard  was 
liition.  There  are  certain  things  at  Spring  Hill  which  continue  to  live  on 
spite  the  winds  of  change  that  the  passage  of  time  brings  about.  It 


seems  there  will  always  be  Security  giving  out  tickets,  Marriott  steak 
night,  campus  Mardi  Gras,  late  night  excursions  through  the  tunnels, 
charging  Christmas  presents  in  the  bookstore,  false  fire  alarms  or  an 
occasional  round  of  night  golf.  There  will  always  be  waiting  till  the  last 
night  to  write  your  term  paper  or  getting  lost  in  the  stacks  in  the  library. 
Traditions  like  these  are  numerous  and  help  define  and  describe  the 
"Spring  Hill  Experience."
